'•The districts of C o r o Barauislraento. 

Cindad Boli- 
var on the Orinoco and its surrounding 
country are still in the power of revo- 
Uitionists. Within 6 miles of La Guara 
in the ^Mo Chlco district the revolu- 
tionists 
holding forth, and although 
the government a few weeks ago sent 
an expedition there to drive them out. 
they succeeded only in making them 
retreat, and within a few days they 
were again back there. A battle took 
place, in which the government lost 
over a» thousand men. and about 300 
vrounded 
were brought 
back 
to 
La 


Guara after a two-days' 
fight. 


"On the other hand, these revolu- 
tionists have not succeeded in ousting 
the govprnment or in winnin.5 any par- 
ticular fight, but they are decimating 
the government troops and the govern- 
ment has no more than 3.000 men un- 
der arms. 
"An expedition wpnt from La Guiara 


by boat—about 1,500 men—to Tucacas, 
there to meet the forces of the revolu- 
tionists, but the result îa very doubt-

Against 
Cruelties In Philippines. 


New York, May 16.—The Army and 
Navy Journal prints-a letter from Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, in 
which 
the 
writer says that he went to the Phil- 
ippine Islands not as a tourist, hut in 
an official character, nod that the in- 
structions addressed to hmi 
as-lieu- 
tenant 
general, 
"commanding 
the 
army," came from the highest author- 
ity, viz.: the president, in which h e 
was directed to give especial attention 
to the instruction, discipline and sup- 
plies of the army, 
lû referring to his 
official report on the philippines, Gen- 
eral Miles says that "no one can have 
a more sacred regard for the honor of 
t h e a r m y t h a n myself." 


Coming to the subject of cruelties in 
the Philippines, General Miles' letter 
r e a d s a s follows: 


" I t is idle to a s s u m e t h a t campaign-

The members of the Gaelic League 
tried to storm the platform amid cries 
of "Put them out." 
Fierce collisions 
between the Gaelic Leauguers and the 
other members of the assembly en- 
sued. 
Chairs were hurled to aud ffom 
the platform and many persons were 
injured in the desperate efforts made 
to eject the disturbers and restore or- 
der. 
John O^Donnell. member of par- 
liament for South Mayo, was badly in- 
jured in the head during the scuffle. 
Many persons fled terror stricken from 


thCihaU. 


John Redmond persevered In contm- 
uing his speech and eventually a sem- 
blance of order was regained and a 
resolution in accordance with the ob- 
ject of the meeting was carried.

Washington, May 19.—Advices of t 
thoroughly reliable character received 
In Washington show that the Venez­ 
uelan revolutionists are not oily hold­ 
ing their own, but are making consid­ 
erable headway. The advices say: 
“The districts of Coro Barquisiraento, 
Tticacn^s, on the west side, Ciudad Boli­ 
var on the Orinoco and its surrounding 
countrj’’ are still in the power of revo­ 
lutionists. Within 6 miles of La Guara 
in the 'Mo Chico district the revolu­ 
tionists 
holding forth, and although 
the governmont a few weeks ago sent 
an expedition there to drive them out, 
they succeeded only in making them 
retreat, and within a few days they 
were again back there. A battle took 
place, in which the government lost 
over a* thousand men, and about 300 
v/ounded were brought back to La 
Guara after a two-days’ fight. 
“On the other hand, these revolu­ 
tionists have not succeeded in ousting 
the govc*rnment or In winning any par­ 
ticular iight, but they are decimating 
the government troops and the govern­ 
ment has no more than 3,000 men un­ 
der arms. 
“An expedition vront from La Guiara 
by boat—about 1,500 men—to Tucacas, 
there to meet the forces of the revolu­ 
tionists, but the result !s very doubt­ 
ful. 
“Two days ago the news came that 
General Matos had left Curacoa and 
landed in Venezuela at a point called 
Chicivichi, which is a few miles w^est 
of Puerto Cabello. It Is said that an 
aggressive campaign on his part la 
again to be undertaken/' 


MILES DEFENDS 80LDIERS 


Says 
Privates 
Protested 
Against 
Cruelties In Philippines. 
New York, May 16.—The Army and 
Navy Journal prints *a letter from Gen­ 
eral Nelson A. Miles, in 
which 
the 
writer says that he went to the Phil­ 
ippine Islands not as a tourist, but in 
an official character, and that the in­ 
structions addressed to hmi as "lieu­ 
tenant 
general, 
“commanding 
the 
army,’' came from the highest author­ 
ity, viz.: the president, in which he 
was directed to give especial attention 
to the instruction, discipline and sup^ 
plies of the army, 
in referring to his 
official report on the Philippines, Gen­ 
eral Miles says that “no one can have 
a more sacred regard for the honor of 
the army than myself.“ 
Coming to the subject of cruelties in 
the Philippines, General Miles* letter 
reads as follows: 
“It is idle to assume that campaign­ 
ing in the Philippines has conditions 
that 
warrant 
resort 
to mediaeval 
cruelty and a departure from the hon­ 
orable method of conducting wari’are, 
and that such departures as have ex­ 
isted should be overlooked and con­ 
doned. 
“it is most gratifying that the seri­ 
ous ofiense*s have not been committed 
by the soldiers unless they were under 
the direct orders of certain officer! 
who were responsible. 
Soldiers have 
withheld fire when ordered to shoot 
prisoners, protested against acts of 
cruelty and written to relatives at 
home urging them to take action to 
put a stop to those crimes. 
It will 
ever be one of the glories of the array 
that Buch deeds, committed by what­ 
ever authority, are abhorrent to the 
American soldier. 
The officers who 
are responsible, using chieily cruel 
Macoabebes, do not by any means con­ 
stitute the American army, and there 
must 
be a very unmistakable 
line 
drawn between the great body of hon­ 
orable and faithful offi<*ers and brave 
soldiers whose records have been com­ 
mendable, and those, of whatever sta­ 
tion, whose acts have received and 
should receive the earnest condemna­ 
tion of all honorable men.**

HE part that the public speaker plnys In our National life Is fa- 
miliar enough, but the manner and uiethod of It have clmuRcd 
In late years almost as much as the methods of the stage. The 
old-fashioned stumper would carry little treight to-day, though 
In that select class that still regards politics as "low" a polit- 
ical speaker is still supposed to deal largely in personalities 
varied with comic stories more or loss reflecting upon the 
methods and morals of the opposite party. 


It Is a hopeful sign of the future that though abuse of men 
in public life unhappily still exists, it is no longer effective. The speaker who 
fails to recognize the honest intentions of honest men who disagree with him 
carries no conviction. Neither are audiences who assemble at political meet- 
ings satisfied with smooth generalities phrased in gracious language or oveu 
with the sarcasm, wit and buffoonery which rany and does provoke their amuse- 
ment and applause. 


The speaker who wishes to attract votes to his parly to-day must have 
something more than a pleasing pexsonalit-y and a smooth tongue. He must 
«tate specific facts and present specific evidence In support of his argument. 
Mingling with a crowd in Nortb Dakota during the speech of a noted orator 
on a certain National issue, I heard his general statement as to the attitudes of 
the tespcctlve parties In Congress received with utter incredulity and disbelief. 
A few weeks afterward I heard a Massachusetts Congressman present the same 
Issue in Massachusetts. He did Hot Indulge In eloquent generalities. Ho pro- 
duced a -copy of the Congressional Record, read tlje essential part of the bill lu 
question, read the vote and invited the audience to examine the official record. 
That speech counted. 


The man with Convictions who talks to his audience and tells them what ho 
knows and believes, has taken the place of the gentleman who left his audience 
amused, but not instructed. The preparation of a political speech that is to be 
effective Involves much hard study and Investigation. Even then it is likely to 
tall utterly In its purpose if, in the excitement of delivery, the speaker over- 
states his case or forgets the rules of courtesy, which happily for our political 
future, are now more and more observed by all parties.

CTCit Fruit jVtonoM Ml«ht Be Fat to 
To Vtlllse Smolce. 


The saying that an enterprise has 
"all ended in smoke" does not have 
the significance that it did before a 
way was found to materialize tliat 
airy product into subjects as taugible 
as oils, acids, spirits and tav, says I lie 
London Express. A single iilast fur- 
uace In a Western county^ which cap- 
tures the smoke of its charcoal pits aud 
convoys It into stills, has been able to 
realize enough from this source to 
pay a largo share of 
running ex- 
penses. 


Smoke from the iuct^ry chimnoys is 
largoly carbon in awMior form, and 
in the course of a few years wo may 
exppct to see some diminution of the 
smoke nuisance so prevalent in large 
towns, not from the vigilance of tlie 
sanitary iuspector. but beoause con* 
sumers are beginning to loam that, in- 
stead of allowing the particlos of car- 
bon to escape with other products, PO 
helping to poison themselves and thoir 
neighbors, they might have llRbtcr conl 
bills to pay by burning up these parti- 
clos.

Churchill as W a r Correspondent Rest- 
less and Encrgetic.

DENMARK MAY YET YIELD. 


Government Commission Finds Island 
Sentiment Strong. 


Advices received are that the royal 
commission left St. Thomas for Den- 
maric la a pesslmiistlc frame of mind. 
After the treaty of cession had been 
laid aside, the Danish government, to 
placate tho residents of the Danish 
West Indlefi, and the people who fa- 
vored cession to tjio United States, 
sent this commission to tho islanders 
to devise means for the establishment 
of the condition of the islanders by 
the readjustment of sialarles, the es- 
tablishment of direct lines of steam- 
ships and changes In customs dues, 
which it was hoped might reconcile 
tho islamders to their retention by Den- 
mark. It now appears that the com- 
mission was very much discouraged 
by wliat it saw and heard, so it Is en- 
tirely possible that there will bo a 
strong revival of the cession move- 
ment In Denmark when they return. 
Technically the treaty of cession rat- 
ified by the United States Senate is 
pending before tho Danish government, 
and if there is a change in public feel- 
ing there it may bo ratified and tjie 
cession completed, provided the rigs- 
dag Is called In special session before 
July, when the time allowed for ex- 
change of the ratifications expires. 


Marble Really a Fluid. 


A writer in London "Nature" de- 
scribes a white marble slab two Inches 
thick and 35x70 Inches, which is sup- 
ported on stone posts and sags In the 
middle tliree Inches out of level. It 
furnishes evidence that marble Is in 
reality a fluid of enormous viscosity. 
This has some bearing on the ques- 
tion of the rigidity of the rocks com- 
posing! the crust of the earth, and the 
gradual adjustment of the earth's con- 
tour under gravity. The slab was 
placed in its present position in 1853.

The saying that nu enterprise lias 
“all euclcfl ill smoke” does not have 
the siijnificance that it did before a 
way Avas found to niatorlallze that 
airy product into subjects ns tangible 
as oils, acitls, spirits and tav, says I lie 
London Express. 
A sliifflo l)last fur­ 
nace in a Western county» ^^’hich cap* 
tures the smoke of Its charconl pits and 
conveys It into stills, has been able to 
realize enouijh from this source to 
pay a largo share of 
running ex­ 
penses. 
Smoke from the luctnry chluinoys is 
largely carbon in auKhcr form, and 
ill the course of a few years wo mny 
expect to see some diminution of tho 
smoke nuisance so provnlent in large 
towns, not from tho vigilance of the 
sanitary inspector, but becnuse con- 
sumers are beginning to learn tlmt, In­ 
stead of allowing the particlos of oar* 
bon to escape with other products, so 
helping to poison theniselves nncl thoir 
neighbors, they might have lighter conl 
bills to pay by burning up these parti­ 
cles. 
In the utilisation of vegetable waste 
much of a surprising nature could be 
said. 
Tho seeds or stones of many 
fruits, which would apparently seom 
useless, have some economic value. 
In some parts of Egypt the date stones 
are boiled to soften thom, and tlie 
oamels and cnttlo are fed wilh them. 
They are calcined by the Chineso, and 
are said to enter into the composition 
of their India ink. In Spain they aro 
burned and powdered for dentil‘rice, 
and vegetable ivory nuts aro said to 
he 
applied for the saino purpo.ses. 
Some species 
of 
Attalca 
nuls are 
burned in Brazil to blacken Iho raw 
India rubber. 
In India the seeds or 
stone of the tamarind is something pre­ 
scribed in cases of dysentery as a tonic. 
In times of scarcity of food tlie na­ 
tives eat them after being roasted and 
soaked for a few liours in water; llio 
dark outer skhi comes off. and they 
can then bo cooked in various ways. 
From this seed an,oil has also bcon 
obtained. The seed of the carob bean 
has been ground up as food for cattle, 
and is used in Algeria, when roasted» 
as cofjiee.

DENM ARK MAY Y E T YIELD. 


Government Commission Finds Island 
Sentiment Strong. 
Advices received are th at the royal 
commission left St. Thomas fw Den- 
maric In a pesslmdstlc frame of mind. 
A fter the treaty of cession had been 
laid aside, the Danish government, to 
placate tho residents of the Danish 
W est Indies, and the people who fa­ 
vored cession to tjio United States, 
sent this commission to the islanders 
to devise means for the establishm ent 
of the condition of the Islanders by 
the readjustm ent of ©alaries, the es­ 
tablishm ent of direct lines of steam- 
Bhips and changes in customs dues, 
which it was hoped might reconcilo 
the islafnders to their retention by Den­ 
m ark. 
It now appears that the com­ 
mission was very much discouraged 
by w hat it saw and heard, so it Is en­ 
tirely possible th at there will be a 
strong revival of tjie cession move­ 
m ent in Denmark when they return. 
Technically the treaty of cession rat­ 
ified by tho United States Senate is 
pending before tho Danish government, 
and if there is a change in public feel­ 
ing thero it may be ratified and tie 
cession completed, provided the rJgs- 
dag Is called in special session beforo 
July, when the tim e allowed for ex­ 
change of tho ratifications expires. 


Marble Really a Fluid. 
A w riter in London “N ature“ de­ 
scribes a white marble slab two inches 
thick and 35x70 Inches, which is sup­ 
ported on stone posts and sags in the 
middle tliree inches out of level. 
It 
furnishes evidence that marble Is in 
reality a fluid of enormous viscosity.

About half-past tou 
o*clock, there was an alarm of iko.

Engine Company promv><t>' responded 
and the flames were located in a pi'c of 
manure alongside the stable of Jumea 
Weaver, in the alley behind the Central 
Hotel on Baltimore street. The fire had 
scorched the side of the stablti but was 
speedily extinguished, nud the town re- 
tuincd to its usual rest. The outbreak 
was supposed at the time to be the result 
of carelessness, the popular theory being 
that some one had thoughtlessly throwu 
a cigar stump or a match on the manure 
pile.

This was done but in spite of the 
guard, the Central Hotel stable was itself 
fired about half-past one o'clock.

match of« lire-bug. Tho stable was ig- 
nited in the rear while the guard was on 
duty in the front and from the rapidity 
with which the flames gained headway it 
is evident that kerosene was employed in 
starting it.

These were speedily released 
and turned loose.

Gettysburg: Revenue Measures. 
Gettysburg town council has adopted 
ordinances which will add considerable 
revenue to the borough treasury. 
The first of the new borough laws will 
permit telephone, telegraph, electric light 
and electric railway companies to place

.The second places an annual tax of 50 
cents for each hundred lineal feel on all 
pipes, mains, wires, conduits, or current 
carrying apparatus placed under ground 
iiy suc h companies and by water and gas 
companies, and a tax of 25 cents on poles. 
The third compels tne painting of 
poles uudi<r penalty of $5 fine fur each 
pole unpainted, and places a fine of $] 
on all persons defacing or using ihe poles 
for advertibing purposep.

Fircbufs Apply Match.*

The Central Hotel stable in the rear of 
Baltimore street, Gettysburg, was entire* 
ly gutted by tire on Sunday night. Thu 
bus and carriages were saved but a sleigtt 
in the loft and all the hay and grain wcm 
lost. The damage is estimated at about 
$575, with insurance of $200 on tho Wild* 
ing and contents. About half-past ton 
o’clock, there was an alarm of Ike. The 
Engine Company promv>itj’ responded 
and tho llames were located in a pi?c of 
manure alongside the stablo of Jninea 
W^eaver, in tho alloy behind the Central 
Hotel on Baltimore street. Tho fire had 
scorched the side of the stable but wat 
speedily extinguished, and the town re* 
tuined to its usual rest. The outbreak 
was supposed at tho time to bo the result 
of carelessness, the popular theory being 
that some one had thoughtlessly thrown 
a cigar stump or a matcli on tho manur« 
pile. 
L a t e r developments, however, 
changed this view of the affair to a be­ 
lief that the fire was of incendiary origin, 
The do >rs of the Central Hotel stable 
having been broken open, in order to 
save the horses therein, when that struc­ 
ture was threatened by tho fire adjoin* 
ing, Capt. Long ordered that a watch bo 
kept upon it for the remainder of tho 
night. This was done but in spite of the 
guard, the Central Hotel stable was itself 
fired about lialf*past one o’clock. This 
outbreak was unquestionably due to tho 
match of n fire-bug. Tho stablo was ig­ 
nited iu the rear while the guard was on 
duty in the front and from the rapidity 
with which tho flames gained licadway i( 
is svident that kerosene was employed in 
starting it. 
There were six horses In the 
stable. These wore speedily released 
and turned loose. 
Several other buildincs, including the 
coping on St. Francis Xavier’s church 
had caught fire from the burning build­ 
ing but were saved by the good work of 
the firemen.

CARE OF THE FINGER NAILS. 
The finger nail as it should be is 
about one and a half times as long as it 
is broad, and always shows a crescent 
nt the base. 


Highly polished or pointed nails are 
not indicative of good taste. 


They should have a natural gloss and 
be neatly rounded at the top. 


If the nails are rounded off with tho 
file every day they will not need to bo 
cut \vlth the scissors, which is in- 
jurious. 


In order to keep the crescent at the 
base Well formed the skin should bo 
pushed back from the nail with the 
towel, or, if necessary, with a blunt 
orange stick, every time the hands are 
warhead. 


The orange stick is excellent also foi 
-leaning the finger nails after they 
have soaked a few minutes in warm 
water* containing a little lemon juice. 


If the nails show a tendency to brit- 
tleness a little soaking in warm olive 
oil after removing them from the lemon 
TC^ater and an application of cold cream 
nt night will prove beneficial. 


In polishing the nails with the cha- 
mois polisher neither paste nor powder 
should be used. 


Powder makes the nails brittle, and 
paste gives an undesirably high color. 


After using the file to round the 
finger nails in shape, it is well to use an 
emery strip to remove any roughness 
that remains. 


Persons upon whom nature has not 
bestowrd taper-shaped 
fingers 
some- 
times try to attain them by the use of 
various devices. 


MetaJ cones reaching to the second 
Joint, to be worn at night, are sup- 
posed to secure this result, but unless 
one begins at an early age, when the 
fingers are soft and amenable to exter- 
nal appliances, it is doubtful if thoy 
would produce the desired effect.—New 
York News.

Prom the nppenrauce of the bread vtq 
think the "whole trouble lies lu the im- 
porfoct mixing of tho Ingredients, par- 
ticularly the yeast antl flour.
